DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-15 and 20-22 are pending in tlie instant application. Claims 16-19 and 
23-45 have been cancelled by way of examiner's amendment. Claims 1-15 and 20-22 
are allowed. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information disclosure statement filed on December 16, 2009 has been 
considered and a signed copy of form 1449 is enclosed herewith. 

Response to Arguments/Remarks 

The arguments/remarks filed on January 1 1 , 2010 have been fully considered. In 
regards to the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, rejection of claims 1,2, 4-15, and 20-22, 
Applicant argues (and presents Exhibits 1-5) that the state of the art is replete with 
examples supporting the feasibility of the CPE assay for testing and identification of 
novel selective Inhibitors of orthopoxvlral infections which demonstrate potency and 
selectivity In vitro and further anti-viral efficacy in vivo. This argument (along with 
Exhibits 1-5) has been found to be fully persuasive and the 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, rejection has been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

It Is noted that upon further consideration, Groups II and III have been rejoined 
with Group I. Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1-15 and 20-22 has been searched 
and examined in its entirety.

The claims have been amended as follows: claims 16-19 and 23-45 have been 
cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The methods of the instant claims are novel and non-obvious over the prior art 
because of the structural limitations of the compounds which are used in the methods 
(i.e., an amide group is bonded directly to the nitrogen atom of the polycyclic ring 
structure). The closest prior art is US Patent No. 4,061,763 which discloses compounds 
of Structure I (column 1) which have pharmaceutical utility (i.e., abstract). The 
compounds disclosed in US Patent No. 4,061 ,763 do not fall within the scope of the 
compounds used in the instant claims nor are they obvious variants. It is noted that the 
method of using the compounds disclosed in US Patent No. 4,061,763 (i.e., claim 4) 
also does not fall within the scope of the methods of the instant claims nor is it an 
obvious variant.
